Prophetic 13- short stories- of military red tape, regulations, international 
counterpoints, personality dead ends, in the area of the Jewish-Arab-British-American 
clash of ideas and operations... Here are the simple persons who only ride with the tide 
of incoming Americans; military prisoners who learn that the rules are greater than 
their physical resistance; foreign conquerors defeated by native passivity; Arab versus 
Jewish ideologies; natural instincts in combat with traditional practices.

With all the appointments of romantic drama, this should satisfy popular tastes in this 
genre.

Average action adventure, battle-dressed up by the activities in the Pacific 
following Pearl Harbor, and particularly centered on the counter-espionage exploits of 
an American, Graydon, against the coconut wireless. About to return to America after a 
rough time in Malay as a civilian volunteer, Graydon agrees to stay on to rescue jungle 
operative Brownlee- who dies in the bush-, then takes on Brownlee's job- the stoppage 
of a security leak in Ceylon. Knowing that German Captain Von Ulsted is the head of 
the Japanese spy system- but not knowing his present alias, falling in love with an 
agent- Fleur- but not trusting her, Graydon carries on to the final exposure of the 
enemy and the vindication of Fleur...Atmospheric amplification and authenticity gives 
this credit in spite of fairly manufactured manoeuvers. 


Valley, Astrid E. Macmillan 
MARCHING BONNET 4/ e2.75 


A novel about the Salvation Army, in which Signe first became interested as a 
little girl in Sweden, thinking it might be able to save her father- a well-meaning 
drunkard. But he dies before this can be accomplished, and Signe vows to devote the 
rest of her life to the Army so that she can help others like her father. She joins its 
ranks in America where she goes when she grows up. She soon marries, has two children 
(Anna Lisa, who tells the story, and Dagmar), and gives up her work but maintains her 
interest and wants her children to carry on her mission. But they have other ideas- 
Dagmar becomes a secretary and Anna Lisa wants to go to college to become a teacher- 


and Signe realizes that she herself must carry on the work in the Army... A fairly good 
picture of family life, of the hardships and altruisms of Army life, and a heterogene- 
ous background of Swedish and American customs, but aside from that the book has nothing 


much to offer.

The black and white question in South Texas in tones of grey- for Mathilde has 
had a son by Talcot Carably, and in revenge Mathilde remains a servant in his house, 
never once suspected by his wife, Mary Louise. Mathilde, with her greater education, 
her friendship with their nephew, Bobby Lee, and her growing dependence on the security 
that the Carably's home offers her and her son Jay, is threatened wren Mary Louise, 
shocked out of her Tom Collins' haze, identifies Jay's hands with those of Bobby Lee. 
Feeling she must keep his secret, she plans for his marriage, determines too that 
Mathilde must marry the gardener next door. Bobby Lee confronted by his fiancée's 
coldness, turns to Mathilde in passion, and she to humiliate him goes to the gardener's 
bed.

ation, this biography of “active service in peace and war" is the record of one of our 

first citizens, the 80-year old Henry Stimson. He served in some capacity of national 

trust under every president but Harding, from 1911, when he was Secretary of War under 

Taft, to 1945 when he retired from five arduous years as Secretary of War under Roose- 

velt and Truman. His contribution cannot be measured in mere words. His apprentice- 

ship was continuous,- in service to his city and state, where he fought the cause of 
responsible government, and international awareness; in diplomatic and administrative 

office, as negotiator in Nicaragua under Coolidge, as Governor-General of the Philip- 

pines, where he backed policies of economic development and political cooperation. 

During the period when he was Secretary of State under Hoover, he dealt with problems 

of disarmament, strengthened relations with Britain, urged drastic action in the Far 

Eastern crisis- and failed when other nations refused to come along. This period he 

sees now- and did soon thereafter- as a period of retreat from responsibility, as Hoover 

(for whom he maintained respect and affection, despite their differences) declared a con- 
sulting pact for peace a “political impossibility". During the subsequent period, up to 
1940, he played a Cassandra role, foreseeing the inevitability of conflict. The major 
part of the book deals with the years of World War II, when Stimson was an integral part | 
of virtually every move. Though he differed sharply on some of the New Deal policies, | 
and mainteined throughout that Franklin D. Roosevelt was a bad administrator, and made 
things difficult for his fellow-workers, his regard for him on almost every count grew 
steadily. This is an honest analysis of many of the issues of those years,- questions 
of the second front, the supreme commander, the difficulties between allies, the fail- 
ures to realize the commitments of total war, the relations of Army and Navy (he was 

one of the ardent advocates of unification). He discusses frankly the problem of China- 
and pays high tribute to Stilwell. He gives some of the behind-the-scenes facts about 
the Vichy deal, the De Gaulle problem. He weighs the evidence for- and against- Soviet 
Russia. He tells of the steps leading to the decision to use the atomic bomb. And he 
discusses the moot questions of peace, concluding that “our stake in the peace and 
freedom of the world is not a limited liability”...An absorbing and revealing survey of 
@ great segment of contemporary history, not so news-worthy as some recent books, but 
sound, objective, reasoned - the record of a great and simple man.

The author of The 
Mysterious: Universe, Through Space and Time, and other well-known popularizations has 
managed to present his subject in 364 pages with a minimum of mayhem. Only the high 
spots have been covered, but a strong sense of the unity and continuity of science is 
achieved. The use of 4 more open format and a greater number of illustrations would 
have helped the general reader but even with its tight, British layout, the book should 
prove interesting and useful to anyone with a background in high-school physics and 
mathematics. Its organization and index will make it particularly useful for quick 
reference in libraries.

This important book issues from 
Msgr. Sheen's scholarly interest, but in the midst of all’ of his discussion of philosophy, 
the author maintains his interest in modern man and his problems and endeavors to channel 
the message of the Church to his needs. Msgr. Sheen is the propagandist and the mission- 
ary par excellence but his message is always based on a thoroughly wrought out intellec- 
tual basis. Here he is primarily concerned with the impact of modern knowledge upon 
religion. He deals with the proper use of the reason in religion and restates the 

proofs for the existence of God given by Thomas Aquinas in terms of modern knowledge. 

He pays his respects to modern philosophical trends, Marxism, Freudianism, and the 
materialism often fostered by sociologists and psychologists. This is a book for the 
scholar, the student of philosophy and religion. While other than Catholic scholars 

will not agree with Msgr. Sheen, they must all respect the lucidity of thought and in- 
tellectual sincerity which lies behind this exposition of a Thomist philosophy in terms

A FIRE WAS LIGHTED $3.50 


This is the life story of an interesting person, interestingly told. Rose 
Hawthorne Lathrop was the daughter of Nathaniel Hawthorne and gave evidence in her life 
of having inherited something of her father's brilliance of intellect and literary eabil- 
ity. A large part of this volume is given over to the painting of the family background 
against which the later developments in her life stand in bold relief. Her marriage to 
George Lathrop at an early age proved unfortunate, For, although both of them were con- 
verted to the Catholic faith, even that shared experience failed to cement the bond be- 
tween them, and they eventually separated. With her life at loose ends, Rose lathrop 
turned to charitable work and it is this phase of her life which makes it worthy of this 
biography. Becoming interested in alleviating the condition of those suffering from 
cancer, Mrs. Lathrop buried herself in the slums of New York, and, now known as Mother 
Alphonsa, started work which developed into the Dominican Congregation of St. Rose of 
Lima, also known as the Servants of Relief for Incurable Cancer. Thus, an unusual 
personality found her talents devoted to an unusually significant piece of social ser- 
vice, This life story is well told and will be of interest to the general reader of 
biography as well as the Roman Catholics for whom her life is naturally of especial 
significance.

Maynard, Theodore Doubleday 
RICHEST OF THE POOR $3.00 — 


Here is another life of St. Francis of Assisi. As the author admits in his 
introduction, “this is not a piece of original research." It is distinctive in that 
the author, a well-known Catholic publicist, endeavors to present a balanced picture of 
St. Francis. On the one hand, he avoids the highly romanticized popularization of many 
Catholic writers in which only the pretty features of the Franciscan story are included 
and there is no attempt to distinguish between legend and established historical fact. 
On the other hand, the author is at pains to combat the point of view advanced by 
Sabatier in his great life of St. Francis and by Protestant authors following hin, 
namely, that the Franciscan idea and the life of the church were irreconcilable, and 
that this was evident from the beginning in the conflicts between St. Francis and his 
followers and members of the ecclesiastical hierarchy. The author has produced many 
biographies of great figures in the Roman Catholic Church, including St. Francis Xavier, 
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St. Vincent de Paul, Mother Cabrini, and, most recently, Rose Hawthorne Lathrop. He is 
also the author of a history of American Catholicism, of a number of volumes of poetry, 
essays and anthologies and one novel. He is rendering a distinct service to Catholic 
readers in opening up to them the riches of their spiritual heritage, and this new book 
should be welcomed by Catholic readers and read with interest by others concerned with 
the history of the Christian faith. (5/6)

THE CRUSADE OF FATIMA $1.25 


This little book, translated from the Portuguese, describes the appearances of 
the Virgin Mary to four peasant children near the village of Fatima in Portugal and of 
the resulting development of a crusade for the veneration of the Immaculate Heart of 
Mary. The story conforms to the pattern of the vision at Lourdes so well-known to the 
general public through the Song of Bernadette.

THE FORSAKEN FOUNTAIN $2.75 


The author of this book writes out of a world in which culture, erudition and 
hard thinking are the breath of life. The daughter of Gilbert Murray, the English class- 
icist, she published her first novel when she was seventeen. She married Arnold Toynbee, 
the noted historian and is the mother of three sons. Since her reception into the Cath- 
olic Church in 1931 the character of her writing has greatly changed and she is found 
wrestling with the great issues of faith as in The Good Pagan's Failure. In the present 
volume, the author delves deep into theology and philosophy arguing that reason and 
faith are not incompatible. In successive chapters she deals with knowledge and vision, 
aesthetic experience and the supernatural. It is a book which would appeal only to the 
intellectual and it is aimed at the unbelieving but seeking intellectual. Its theolog- 
ical presuppositions are, of course, those of the Catholic faith. (4/14)

REINHOLD NIEBUHR: PROPHET FROM AMERICA $2.00 


An English friend and devotee of Reinhold Niebuhr here presents a very read- 
able and interesting interpretation of Niebuhr'’s life and work. It is much more easily 
read and more readily understood than Niebuhr’s own works, although there are places 
even in this popular book where one wishes there were someone at hand to interpret the 
interpreter. Many do not understand Niebuhr because they do not share his point of view. 
But how can they accept propositions, the meanings of which remain inscrutable? The 
author does his best to deliver the reader from this dilemma, His is an interesting 
analysis of the two sides of Niebuhr's career, his theological interest and his social 
passion. The former he attributes to Niebuhr's German ancestry, the latter to his 
American up-bringing, it being inconceivable to our British author that practical Amer- 
ica could produce a real scholar. Niebuhr's swing to the right in theology and his 
leftist tendencies in social thinking are described and accounted for, and there are 
set forth in orderly fashion the fundamental tenets of Niebuhr's philosophy of life. 
This is a book which should have a wide reading in America, for Reinhold Niebuhr is 
@ much discussed religious leader and his neo-orthodoxy is hotly debated. (4/6) #/20 


Kemp, Charles F. Macmillan 
: A PASTORAL TRIUMPH $2.25 


This is a study of the life and work of Richard PBexter with especial emphasis 
upon his pastoral ministry in his parish at Kidderminster. Richard Baxter is chiefly 
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remembered, if at all, because of the part that he played in the religious and political 
controversies which raged in England in the days of Cromwell. The author highlights the 
remarkable work accomplished by Baxter with individuals and with families. While Baxter's 
religious ideas and his methods of work would scarcely fit into the program of a modern 
minister, nevertheless, the author contends and, rightly, that Baxter's insistence upon 
the importance of work with individuals and upon performing this ministry in accordance 
with a definite plan constitutes a much needed lesson for the minister of today. With 
all of the emphasis today upon personal counseling this book should be widely welcomed 
by Protestant clergymen. An extensive bibliography on counseling and allied subjects

Newton, Joseph Fort Macmillan 
THE ONE GREAT CHURCH: Adventures of Faith $2.50 


In this volume there are brought together a number of essays and addresses by 
Dr. Newton, well-known in this country and abroad because of his successful pastorates 
in various denominations and because of his prolific writing. The first essay from 
which the volume takes its name is deliberately timely, being aimed to prepare the minds 
of the readers for the meeting of the World Council of Churches at Amsterdam. Dr.Newton's 
varied experiences with different branches of the Protestant Church enables him to write 
sympathetically and understandingly of the united impact of the church which he expects 
to issue from the meeting at Amsterdam. Other chapters deal with theological questions, 
faith, salvation, with practical problems such as marriage, religion and health, what 
to do with life today. Dr. Newton also indulges himself in one chapter in the satis- 
faction of reviewing the reviews made of his recently published autobiography, River 
of Years. This is neither a profound NOran especially significant book, but Dr. Newton 
is always urbane and readable.

RELIGION IN THE 20TH CENTURY $5.00 


Twenty-eight collaborators have produced under the editorship of Vergilius 
Ferm a volume which is designed to be "a cross-section of the more historic living 
religions which have come down from a long past, together with those younger in age 
which are thriving healthfully in our day, and an appraisal of these religions in 
terms of our times." Each collaborator deals with the religion he professes or is 
most familiar with. The authors are not in every case top-ranking exponents of their 
faith and the chapters, are therefore, of uneven quality. The volume is unique in that 
it not only deals with the great historic religions, Christianity, Hinduism, Judaism | 
and the rest, but with differing ideologies within each group. Thus there are separate 
chapters on conservative Protestantism and liberal Protestantism, and on conservative 
Judaism, reform Judaism and reconstructionism. Most interesting are the chapters on 
the Salvation Army, Christian Science and Jehovah's Witnesses. This may be recommended 
more as a reference book for those interested in religion than for the serious student 
of comparative religion. The editor's own point of view is frankly stated in the pre- 
face, but does not in any way color the presentations made of the various faiths, and 
of their distinctive beliefs and practices. (3/10)

THE SHAKING OF THE FOUNDATIONS $2.50 


This is a volume of sermons by a Professor at Union Theological Seminary who 
has become known as one of the leading exponents of the neo-orthodox school of theology. 
Readers of these sermons will readily detect why Professor Tillich has such a hold on 
his students and why he is wielding such a powerful influence in the thinking of the 
Protestant Church of America today. Professor Tillich reminds one of Jeremiah and 
Isaiah. He is a prophet of doom, a prophet of judgment - harsh, uncompromising. Man, 
he says, is helpless. Human institutions are of no avail. Only God can help, only God 
can sive. But God is available and his salvation is at hand if we would receive it. 
One wonders if these sermons were actually preached and if so,where and what reception 
was accorded them. This is strong meat and congregations accustomed to soft pablum 
would find it hard to swallow and harder still to digest. This is a book which will 
interest clergymen and theologians primarily, although its message is one which a wider 
circle of people need to hear, even though they may not agree with all of the author's 
presuppositions and conclusions.

WITNESS TO THE LIGHT $3.00 


This is an exposition of the theological views of Frederick Denison Maurice, 
a controversial figure in the religious life of England in mid-nineteenth century. While 
Maurice is remembered chiefly for his espousal of social causes, and for his leadership 
among the Christian socialists, the author contends that his contribution to theology 
was equally significant. Nor does the author weigh unduly Maurice's denial of eternal 
punishment for which heterodoxy he was so bitterly criticized. Rather does he emphasize 
his rejection of total depravity as the starting point of theology, his churchmanship 
and rejection of sectarianism (this despite his reputation as a "broad churchman") his 
views on baptism and the Lord's Supper. Maurice has more relevance for present-day re- 
ligious thinking than one might at first suppose. Those interested in the conflict be- 
tween “liberalism” and "neo-orthodoxy" and between "High Church" and “Low Church" 
parties will find light upon the problem in this book. Of special interest to Episco- 
palians, it will also be welcomed by all students of Christian thought and of Christian 
biography, for while many disagreed violently with much of Maurice's teaching, all 
thought of him as one of the most lovable Christians they had ever known, (3/2?)

THE CHOICE $2.00 


This book, bearing the sub-title A Story of Christian Faith, is another at- 
tempt to present the history of the first Christian era in story form. Not a novel in 
the. usual sense of the word, nor yet a historical essay, the book describes within the 
framework of the story the nature of the-early Christian group and the content of its 
faith. The story is set in Rome at the time of Nero and concerns a young Jew nemed 
Clement and his Greek friend, Julian, and is primarily concerned with the impact of the 
Christian message upon each and their reactions to it. Clement becomes a convert but 
Julian holds to his faith in the pagan philosopher Seneca. The book is a series of de- 
bates and discussions about religion loosely strung together by a slight plot. It is 
designed primarily for young people and its reference to present-day conditions is ob- 
vious throughout. The author is a Professor at Andover-Newton Theological School. It is 


a book with a limited appeal. (3/15)
